Four young people from Grayling, 
working on a bricf summer job at the 
Crawford County Courthouse, appar- 
ently have been exposed to an un- 
known quantity of asbestos. This 
happencd on Friday, July 12 of this 
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year. 

In addition, many county employ- 
ees may have ingesicd hazardous 
asbestos dust particles while working 
in the courthouse. 

A special open meeting on “Asbes- 
tos Awareness” was called by the 
Crawford County Board of Commis- 
sioners on Aug 8.

Frederic township gets new 
park i sae a new roads

Residents of Frederic township have 
some new park equipment and a 
smoother ride on some of their roads. 

One of the projects just completed 
in Frederic was street and sewer im- 
provements along N, Old 27. 

These include 4,121 fcet of storm 
sewer, two and a quarter miles of street 
pavement, and 1,954 feet of curb and 
gutter, and 9,311 square yards of land- 
scaping. 

The cost of this project was approxi- 
mately $800,000. 

Of this total, $400,000 came from 
the Community Block Development 
Grant (CBDG), $260,000 from 
Frederic Township, and $140,000 from 
The Road Commission For Crawford 
County. 

According to Brian Hulbert, Frederic 
Township supervisor, construction 
may also be done on a portion of 
Cameron Bridge Road. 

Hulbert says this section of road is 
on a hill and “there is a big problem 
with erosion.” 

Construction could be completed, 
Hulbert said, before November if bids 
are awarded by late September. Other- 
wise, work will have to be delayed

ETC 
specializes in monitoring and identi- 
fying asbestos and other hazardous 
matcrials at job sites and was retained 
by the county in this maticr. 

Here's a bricf chronology of the 
asbestos crisis: 

A much-needed updating of the 
courthouse heating and cooling sys- 
tem began April 22, and demolition of 
major portions of the old system had 
been ongoing since then. Honcywell, 
Inc. of Minncapolis, was rctained as 
general contractor. 

A hot water fired boiler had been cut 
loose, ready to be removed from the 
mechanical room in the basement, and 
with the cciling tilcs removed, large 
portions of the hcatrctum system were 
prepared for removal! from the build- 


ing. 
Honeywell retained Figurine Con- 
struction Company, a demolition firm 
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Also, bus access to the two schools 
is different.

Children vivo in asbestos cleanup

cupy the space in both levels of the 
building throughout this period of 
demolition. 

Testing for asbestos began on July 
19, and Westcott’s firm found posi- 
tive signs of the hazardous element. 
County commissioners voted unani- 
mously on July 23 to close the court- 
house until it could be professionally 
decontaminated, 

Burdco/L VI, an industrial cleaning 
firm in Traverse City was called in to 
decontaminate the courthouse by the 
county Board of Commioners. The 
courthouse was reopened July 29, 

After the courthouse was closed for 
the asbestos cleanup, some confusion 
persists as to who hired the four young 
people, all 14 years of age or less, who 
had been paid to remove demolition 
debris and construction materials from 
the basement level. 

The four worked only partofa single 
day. 

Burdco/LVI, retained after the pres- 
ence of asbestos was confirmed, hired 
no local help 

Anemployce or employces of Figu- 
rine Construction Company, the demo- 
lition firm from Saginaw, asked for 
and received help from the four minor 
children according to a parent of one 
of them. 

A Yellow Page ad for Figurine 
claims they “specialize in boiler and 
furnace removal.” 

The mother of one of the children 
said at the “Asbestos Awareness” 
meeting Aug. 8 that “it was an em- 
ployee of Figurine who hired and paid 
my daughter and two other girls for 
approximately one and half hours of 
work, They paid them $10 an hour in 
cash to bring up the buckets. My 
daughter also was sweeping the dust 
up from the floor.” 

A fourth child involved in the debris 
removal was a 13-year old boy. 

Despite numerous attempts, The 
Avalanche was unable to contact offi- 
cials of Figurine Construction to con- 
firm orcommenton the mother’s state- 
ment 

Theenvironmental specialist, West- 
cott, said that “at no time the air sample 
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taken from July 19 throughout the 
Burdco/LVI emergency cleanup pe- 
riod reach dangerous proportions.” He 
did say, however, “the chunks and 
debris the four children carried to the 
dumpsters prior to this cleanup did 
contain from 30 to 40 percent asbes- 
tos.” They were the bulk samples 
Westcou’s employees removed from 
the dumpsters for testing purposes. 

“And soon as we were notified, we 
treated this situation as an asbestos 
emergency atall times,” Westcot said. 

“But all of our air sample readings 
were well below acceptable levels. 
The disruption of debris was causing 
most of the dust in the building, but we 
May never know to what degree those 
children were exposed before we came 
on the site. A reading of 1.0 is an 
acceptable level under OSHA. I've 
seen levels as high as 16 , but not in 
this building. 

“What is hard to assess here,” he 
continued, “is determining when or if 
health problems will show up, be- 
cause asbestos is a natural substance 
and zero exposure is impossible w 
attain, I’m nota doctor, of course, buz 


I'd recommend yearly monitoring for 


your children.” 

The father of the 13-year old boy 
involved said “my son’s been wacez- 
ing and coughing fora week. He .30k 
a shower and we washed his clothes 
that day, but he’s still having prob- 
lems. His eyes burn and he’s frankly 
scared to death about what happened. 

Westcott explained that “washing 
his clothing will not remove all of the 
asbestos fibers. But construction 
debris, soot and the dust from over- 
head could have all contributed to his 
Coughing and wheezing condition. As 
I said earlier, we found the air samples 
to be within the limits of acceptability 
under MIOSHA regulation.” 

The father of one of the girls was 
“sul) worried that the residual is still 
here with us in this building. The 
windows havc now been blocked, and 
with the heat of summer and the over- 
head fans going, what other bad things 
can we expect?” 

This man is a county employee and 
his office is in the courthouse where 
the retrofit of the hcaling/cooling sys- 
tem has now been allowed to con- 
unve. 

“Burdco/LVI has cleaned, wiped 
and washed all of the surfaces in this 
building. In my professional judg- 
ment, the air in the building is safc,” 
Westcott said. He maintained this

view. 

He continucd to explain the various 
kinds of asbestos and the hazards of 
each. The courthouse was builtaround 
1969, and the regulations regarding 
the usage of asbestos in construction 
has greatly altcred its utility as an 
insulator. Many restricuions apply 
when removing asbestos and ils im- 
proper removal is illegal in Michigan 

As morcof this story comes to light, 
each elusive picce brings with it new 
information. Within the “Scope of 
Work” defined in Honeywell Inc.'s 
agreement with Crawford County are 
these points: 

1) Demolition of the existing boiler, 
pumps and all associated piping 

2) Demolition of the existing air 
handling unit and retum fan 

3) Demolition of all reheat coils and 
duct work in the cxisting boiler room 

Under a scparate sub-section en- 
titled “Project Management” is the 
assurance that Project Management 
will be provided by Honeywell, Inc. 
The “Objecuve” of the Project Man- 
ager is 

1) toensure thal the program mects 
100 percent of your requircments 

2) to ensure the overall quality and 
successful implementation of the pro- 
gram 

3) to manage aJl subcontractor and 

licrs 

A PHYSICIAN’S PERSPECTIVE 

Dr, Michael Kelly, a medical doctor 
Specializing in occupational health 
attended the “Asbestos Awareness” 
mecting. 

“I’ve encountered significant expo- 
sure to asbestos, and it’s mostly found 
in the construction trades. This was & 
bad exposure here,” Dr. Kelly said. 

“Asbestos in the lungs Causes irila- 
lion and it’s a known carcinogen. | 
don't believe thal a cancer nisk is an 
issue here, but due to the shart term of 
the exposure. But the dust—the dust 
you sec is not the dust which gets into 
the lungs. It's the dust that generates 
the invisible particles that can enter 
the Jungs.” 

Dr. Kelly explained the necessity of 
immediate and conunuing medical 
surveillance of the children involved. 

“Due to their young ages, and be- 
cause they're sull growing, pulmo- 
nary funcuon cxaminations should be 
done. to measure the risk to them down 
the road. If you know what their lung 
Capacities are today, that is ameasure- 
ment which can be used in the future,” 
he said. 


He also recommended baseline X- 
rays and a varicty of other examina- 
uuons be donc regularly. 


He said that exercise will help, and 
“impress upon the children and every- 
one you know who was associated 
with this exposure that the combina- 
tion of cigarettes and asbestos will 


increase their cancer risks by 109 
percent.” 

He also recommended they avoid 
dust, use common sense when under. 
taking future activities in their daily 
lives, and because asbestos particles 
cannot be removed from the lungs, 
“those who may have taken asbestos 
into their lungs should do what they 
can to eliminate the risks.” 

“Asbestos gives no acute symptoms 
once a person’s been exposed,” Wil- 
liam DeLiefde, Regional Supervisor 
for the Michigan Department of Con. 
sumer and Industry Services said, 
“Asbestos is not a known allergen, It 
does not produce allergic reactions.” 

The National Cancer Institute esti. 
mates that 20 percent of all cancer in 
the U. S. is caused by occupational 
(long term) exposure, but cancers uke 
decades after the exposure to develop, 

When contacted in his Lansing of. 
fice on Aug. 9, with regard to the issue, 
DeLicfde said, “it is the responsibility 
of the building owner t supply a 
contractor with a survey of that build. 
ing prior to construction beginning. 
But, building contractors know enough 
to ask for that survey 90 they can 
minimize the risks to everyone in- 
volved. 

“Building contractors cannot pro- 
tect themselves without first address- 
ing the issue of asbestos possibly being 
present. It's often found in drop ceil- 
ings, floor tiles, adhesives, drywall 
and it’s used as insulation. If they 
suspect that asbestos or lead are pres- 
ent, they must take bulk samples and 
have them tested. Unfortunately, I've 
known many contractors who ignore 
the risks and continue with the job 
anyway.” 

All phone calls to Figurine Coo- 
struction in Saginaw regarding the 
matter were met with a recorded 
message that the company was no 

longer able to receive calls at the 
number referenced by the operator. 

The Honeywell representative has 
been out of his office and unavailable 
for comment, as well. 

There were no representatives from 
either Figurine o¢ Honeywell present 
at the Aug. 8 mecting. 

Asbestos, a mineral occurring in 
hatuse, is resistant to heat, fire and 
corrosion and has been used as insul2- 
Gon and in numerous other ways. 

The U. S. Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) has 
mandated that industry discontinue 
asbestos use in most instances, but is 
former applications exceed 2,500 
products ranging from brake linings to 
floor tiles, 

in 1989, the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) ordered that “the 
manufacturing, use and export of 
asbestos will be reduced by 94 percent 
over a seven-year period.” This order 
will “end asbestos use for all building 
materials and brake lines,” EPA said.

Camp Grayling proposes firing of rocket system

The Michigan Department of 
Military Affairs (MDMA), Michigan 
National Guard proposes to fire the 
Multiple Launch Rocket System 
(MLRS) at Camp Grayling. 

The Ist Battalion, 182nd Field 
Artillery (1-182-FA) and possibly 
other out-of-state units would fire up 
to 108 non-explosive reduced-range 
practice rockets per year at the northem 
Michigan military uaining facility. 

A Draft Environmental Assessment 
has been prepared that analyzes 
whether the action complies with 
environmental laws and what effect it 
is likely to have on noise, air, and 
water quality, soils, endangered 
species, and other natural resources. 

It is titled “Multiple Launch Rocket 
System Firing, Draft Environmental 
Assessment,” or “Draft EA” and will 
be made available to the public for 
review.

A Final Environmental Assessment 
issued January 1994, titled “Multiple 
Launch Rocket System Unit 
Reorganization/Conversion and 
Fielding,” led to the conclusion that 
the 1-18Znd FA could convert to 
MLRS, and conduct maneuver training 
at Camp Grayling without having a 
significant impacton the environment,

Law enforcement agencies across 
the state, including Crawford County 
Sheriffs office will be working to 
ensure Michigan motorists are “Safe 
& Sober” this summer by taking part 
in a series of enforcement waves 
targeting safety belt use and drunk 
driving. 

Although safcty belt use has steadily 
increased through diligent education 
and enforcement efforts, a third of 
motorists fail to buckle up. 

A 1995 survey conducted by the 
University of Michigan Transportation 
Research Institute put safety belt use 
at 66.8 percent, up slightly from 66.1 


percent in 1994, 

“We know that wearing a safety belt 
and driving sober are two of the best 
things you can do for your health,” 
said Sheriff David G. Lovely. 

“Buckling up dramatically reduces 
your chances of injury or death in the 
event of a serious crash, 

In fact, people with air bags are 
advised to always buckle up because 
air bags are designed to work together 
with safety belts. 

“Air Bags deploy at 20 mph and 
people need to be in the right position 
when that happens - not up against the 
dashboard.” 


Michigan is adopting a national 
model for traffic enforcement, called 
Selective Traffic Enforcement 
Programs or STEPs. 

“Michigan Safe & Sobcr” will target 
three time periods for highly visible 
enforcement Traffic officers will be 
pressuring safety belt violators May 
19-June 2 and again August 26- 
September 8, which includes Memorial 
Day and Labor Day weekends.

Question: Now that my school- 
age children are old enough to go to 
the beach with friends, are there 
any swimming rules we should 
discuss first? .

Tompkins almost missed standing 
in front of the Eternal Flame for 8 
photo opportunity, and she nearly gave 
up the chance to wander amid happy 
people having the time of their lives. 

“I was still in Grayling when I heard 
about the bomb exploding in Centen- 
nial Park. I was more than a linle 
apprehensive, but decided this was a 
chance of a lifetime. I thought it over 
and said myself-—I'’m going.

“When I actually reached the scene 
of the explosion, everybody in the 
Centennial Olympic Park arca was 
very respectful, reverent, The memo- 
rial itself was peaceful, but there was 
so much activity that once I left the 
scene, I found mycelf right back in the 
middle of the Olympic fun again. 


"My brick isin the Centennial Park.

Doodles from the Tall Timber 


By Wendell L. Hoover,

When Philbert Roth, Professor of 
Forestry at Michigan Agricultural 
College (now M.S.U.) came to the 
north shore of Higging Lake to start an 
experimental tree nursery, he worked 
with an amazing array of trees. In 
1906 only three ycars after the nursery 
was started there were twenty-seven 
different specics being grown in the 
aursery. Five or six ycars later that 
number had becn reduced to four 


species, 

One of the twenty-seven specics 
was Giant Sequoia somcumes called 
Big Tree. One wonders if Roth 
envisioned groves of trees which can 
attain heights of 280 fect and diameters 
of 35 fect. A single mature iree may 
weigh 6000 tons and live for 4,000 
years, If so it would sccm that Roth 
had an undcrstanding of the meaning 
of life. 

The Giant Scquoia is a native of 
centra! California where it grows on 
the wesicrn slopes of the Sicrra Nevada 
at altitudes of four to scven thousand 
feet. 

Male and fcmale flowers grow 
separatcly on the branches of the same 
tree with pollination taking place from 
mid-April to mid-May. Young trees 
start bearing cones when they are about 
twenty ycars old. Concs remain on the 
tree for many ycars and surprisingly 
most of the sccd will still be in the 
cones. The heat of summer causes the 
cones to open partially allowing some 


seeds to be shed. If a cone becomes when the deciduous trees shed their 
detached from the wee it dries out leaves, the search will begin. With the 


quickly and the sceds can be shaken 
boose. The seeds are small, so small in 
fact that anywhere from three to nine 
will be found under cach scale. 
Average number of seeds per cone is 
230, 

A hundred pounds of cones will 
yield only a lice over a pound and a 
half of seed averaging 81,000 seeds 
per pound. Stored in an air-tight 
container for fourteen years some 
twenty percent will germinate. Sequoia 
seeds were planted at a depth of only 
an eighth of an inch with some thirty 
seedlings per square foot. 

How successful Roth was in 
determining how to grow Sequoi | 
have no way of knowing, but 
considering their life span be must 
have decided it wasn’t feasible to 
introduce them into Michigans’ forest.
